DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-16 and 48 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Independent 
claims 1 , 5 and 1 3 recite the feature for " wherein: the navigation information comprises: 
an identifier to identify a particular bitstream of the main data: and playback time 
information for the sub data corresponding to the main data: and the main data, the sub 
data, and the navigation information are asynchronously recorded ". the closest cited 
prior art in Suzuki (US 6,763,1 78), Tsukagoshi (US 6,1 1 5,077), Purnaveja et al. (US 
6,230,172) and Yamauchi et al. (US 6,088,507) discloses 1) conventional recording 
formats wherein the main data, sub data and navigation data are multiplexed with each 
other or 2) systems that allows separate sub data to be recorded however does not 
disclose that the navigation information with identifiers and playback time information 
are recorded asynchronously, and therefore either singularly or in combination, fail to 
anticipate or render the above underlined limitations obvious.
